Rockefeller's wife undergoes cancer operation 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Nelson A. 
Rockefeller’s wife, Happy, today un­ 
derwent surgery for removal of a can­ 
cerous 
left 
breast, 
the vice 
presi­ 
dent-designate announced. 
Rockefeller, summoning newsmen to 
his New York City office, said his wife 
entered surgery at Memorial 
Sloan 
Kettering Institute at 8:30 a.m. today. 
He said that last Friday during a 
physical 
examination 
“ three 
small 


lumps” had been found in her left 
breast. 
The disclosure cam e only days after 
President 
Ford’s wife 
Betty left a 
Washington area hospital following the 
sam e surgery. 
Rockefeller, subdued and obviously 
concerned, opened the news conference 
by 
saying, 
“Gentlemen, 
you’re 
not 
going to believe what I have to tell 
you.” 


The vice 
president-designate 
then 


went on to explain that his wife w as at 


the time undergoing surgery and that 


tests were being conducted to deter­ 


mine whether the cancer had spread to 


the lymph nodes. 
Rockefeller said his wife did not 
know before the operation whether her 
entire left breast would have to be re­ 
moved, but added, “ She had agreed 


ahead of tim e” to go ahead with the 


full removal “if radical surgery was 


necessary.” 


The former governor said physicians 


had told him that his wife’s chance for 


recovery was 90 per cent if the lymph 
nodes were not involved and 70 per 
cent if the cancer had spread to them. 
He said he had informed President 
Ford two days ago that the surgery 


was necessary, but he said his wife 


had not spoken to Mrs. Ford before en­ 


tering the hospital at 3 p.m. Wednes­ 
day. 


Describing his wife’s attitude, Rock­ 


efeller said: “She was worried and 
said so frankly.” He added, however, 
that Mrs. 
Rockefeller was “hopeful 
and confident that the operation would 
be a success.” 


“ It was a wonderful thing the way 


she handled it,” Rockefeller said, ad­ 


ding he was certain that Mrs. Ford’s 


operation had made his wife “more 


sensitive and more aware” of the pos­ 


sibilities of breast cancer. 
He said his wife had discovered the 
lumps through a self-examination last 
Friday and had immediately gone to 
her gynecologist for tests.

Shame, disgrace 
resignation served 
justice— Ford 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford said today that Richard Nixon’s 
resignation in “ shame and disgrace” 
had served justice in the Watergate 
scandal. 
“ He is the only president who has 
resigned under shame and disgrace,” 
Ford told a House Judiciary subcom­ 
mittee investigation his pardon of Ni­ 
xon. 
Ford responded to Rep. Don 
Ed­ 
wards, D-Calif., who asked: 
“ Put yourself in the position of a 
high school teacher in Watts or Har­ 
lem—how would you explain the concept 
of equal justice under law?” 
Ford said Nixon’s resignation was “a 
major, 
major 
step,” made 
after 
“ grave, grave deliberations, and it cer­ 
tainly constituted Nixon's sham e and 
disgrace.” 


He disclosed he had discussed the 
possibility of pardoning Nixon in 
a 
m eeting with Alexander M. Haig, Ni­ 
xon’s White House chief of staff, eight 
days before Aug. 9 when Nixon becam e 
the first chief executive to resign. 
At that m eeting, Ford said, Haig dis­

new spapers.” 
In his second day on the i-tard, the 
governm ent’s star witness continued to 
recite the story he first told the natio­ 
nally televised Senate W atergate h ear­ 
ings 16 m onths ago.

High school seniors 
score above average 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) — California 
high school seniors have less tradition­ 
al views about occupations and are 
scoring above the national average in 
grades and college entrance exam s, 
the state has reported. 
A survey of 92.000 seniors showed the 
students had a 3.16 grade average last 
year — roughly a B-plus —compared 
with a national average of 3.06, accord­

The sam e students taking the Scho­ 
lastic Aptitude T est scored 450 on the 
verbal portion and 484 on the math 
section. Nationally, high school seniors 
scored 444 and 430 respectively. 
The College E ntrance Examination 
Board prepared the report, which also 
showed young m en and women had 
changed attitudes tow ards occupation- 
traditionally linked to one sex. 
The women w ere less likely to rate 
them selves “ below- average” in mech­ 
anics or athletics than in the past 
while men were less prone to rate 
them setves below p a r artists, the re­ 
port noted.

State milk controls 
forcing overcharges 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - State con­ 
trols on milk prices are forcing groce­ 
ry stores to overcharge California con­ 
sumers at least $42 million a year, pre­ 
liminary findings of an Assembly study 
showed Wednesday. 


The year-long investigation by the 
Select Committee on Agriculture, Food 
and Nutrition also concluded that Cali­ 
fornia’s 5,700 public schools which par­ 
ticipate in the federal school lunch pro­ 
gram are paying too much for milk 
when compared to the unregulated 
price on military bases. 
The findings, which will be for­ 
warded to Department of Food and 
Agriculture Director C.B. Christensen 
in about 10 days, showed that milk 
overcharges in California because of 
regulated prices may top the $250 mil­ 
lion mark annually. 
The state, through the agriculture 
department, sets all minimum milk 
prices at the producer, wholesale and 
retail levels. 
The average statewide cost of a half- 
gallon of milk is 71 cents. 


Louis Schafer, assistant director of 
the agriculture department, said min­ 
imum prices set by the department ap­ 
pear to be at “rock bottom’ and retail 
minimums “are very, very tight.” 
He explained that milk prices on mi­ 
litary' bases—which are not controlled 
by the state—are lower than public 
schools because they buy in much lar­ 
ger quantities. 
The study concluded that if controls 
on the wholesale price of milk were 
suspended and put on the free market 
the cost to consumers w'ould eventually 
drop three-cents by forcing the depart­ 
ment to lower minimum retail prices. 
It said prices might even drop more 
in heavily populated Southern Califor­ 
nia where large wholesale-retail oper­ 
ations have cut their handling costs 
through efficiency. 
Assemblywoman 
March 
Fong, 
D-Oakland, 
chairman of 
the 
com­ 
mittee, was quoted by a spokesman as 
saying milk sold for 52 cents a half 
gallon on military bases and neither 
the producer or wholesaler “were los­ 
ing money.” 


If milk were lowered to a price com­ 
parable to that on military bases it 
would save California consumers — 
who drink on an average of 34 gallons 
of milk a year—about $12 per person 
or $267.5 million a year statewide. 


Committee recommendations sched­ 
uled to go to Christensen will call for 
the immediate suspension of wholesale 
price controls for all public schools and 
new hearings to look into the suspen­ 
sion of wholesale price controls state­ 
wide. 
The department last week suspended 
wholesale controls on milk 
in San 
Francisco and surrounding counties ef­ 
fective Oct. 19. 
Last year, wholesale controls were 
lifted in Tulare. 
Fresno and Kern 
counties where the department later 
reduced the minimum retail price to 
consumers three cents a half-gallon. 
But Schafer said it could not be as­ 
sumed that an across-the-board suspen­ 
sion of wholesale price controls would 
automatically result in a three cent re­ 
duction per half gallon statewide.

Flournoy accused Brown as Secret­ 
ary of State of carrying a budget that 
ballooned at what he said was 50 per 
cent the rate of his office as state con­ 
troller. 
“ As governor 1 will continue this 
type of fiscal prudence and responsibil­ 
ity,” Flournoy said of his eight years 
in office. 
Turning on Brown, he reiterated his 
charged that the Democrat practices 
“old politics” despite his pledge for re­ 
form, saying “We’re beginning to see 
that real Brown campaign.” 
“They say that politics is the second 
oldest profession in the world," Flour­ 
noy told the gathering. “Well, after de­ 
bating Jerry Brown 1 find there are a 
lot of similarities to the first.” 
Reagan has stumped hard to raise 
contributions for Flournoy’s campaign 
and Wednesday night called him the 
“only man qualified for governor.“

Cooke offered a brief prayer at the 
entrance to the cathedral when the 
casket was brought inside and later 
consoled Sullivans family and rela­ 
tives during the recessional. 
Many of Sullivans old friends and 
acquaintances crowded into the service 
and spoke their praise of the man 
whose variety show became a Sunday 
night television fixture for 23 years. 
Bob Considine of Hearst Headline 
Service, who wrote a column for the 
old New York Joumal-American while 
Sullivan wrote for the New York Daily 
News, was asked what he remembered 
most about his old friend, whose gra­ 
nite-like jaw earned him the epithet of 
“ The Great Stone Face.” 
Considine replied quickly: 
“ He paid the help.” 
Interment was at Femclift Cemetery 
in Hartsdale, N.Y. 


Senators vote 


to override veto 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
has joined the House in overriding 
President Fords vetu of the $7 billion 
railroad retirement bill, making the 
bill law and handing the President his 
first major setback in Congress. 
The Senate voted Wednesday 72 to I 
to kill the veto, a margin 24 more than 
the necessary two thirds. Only Sen. 
William L. Scott, R-Va., voted to sus­ 
tain the veto. 
The Hou^e overrode the veto Tuesday 
on a 360-12 vote, the second highest 
margin in history. Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt’s veto of a Gl insurance bill in 
1937 was overridden in the House 372- 
13. 
The bill will restructure the Railroad 
Retirement System and pump $285 mil­ 
lion into it annually for the next 25 years. 
Ford had strongly criticized the bill 
as too expensive in a time of high na­ 
tional Inflation. But lawmakers reacted 
to one of the strongest rail labor-ma- 
nagement lobbies in years.

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Neighbors wait-while woman dies 


BOCA RATON, Fla (UPI) - An el­ 
derly woman who lay helpless tor a 
week in her locked garage because 
neighbors feared to invade her privacy 
died Wednesday, apparently as a result 
of her Injuries and exposure. 


Mrs. Minna Wachsmann, 79, was 
unable to tell police the details of her 
oraeal, but officers speculated she was 
hurt in a fall in her home and crawled 
to her garage in an effort to reach 
help. 
She was found by police with her 
head under the front ol her car. 
Physicians at Boca Raton Commu­ 
nity Hospital estimated she had been 
without food or water for at least a 
week. Police said she may have lam 
helpless for as many as eight davs. 
Her mail had not been removed from 
her post office box since Oct. 7. 


Neighbors said they had not seen her 
for a week and she failed to answer 
her doorbell or telephone. Some said 
they thought she might have gone to 
Pennsylvania to visit friends. 
Others said they debated calling po­ 
lice to break into the locked home but 
feared she would be angry’, but some­ 
one finally called the p o l i c e depart­ 
ment Wednesday. 
Officers said she was nude on the 
floor of the attached garage with her 
clothing beside her. There was no sign 
of foul play and $100 cash was tound in 
plain sieht on a dresser in a bedroom. 
Dr. A.A. McLane said her life could 
have been saved if she had been found 
sooner. 
“ It appears the neighbors talked 
about it, but were frightened ot getting 
into trouble,” McLane said. “ She was 
a loner so they waited and waited.”

Rockefeller facing new problems in confirmation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, his conlirmation as vice 
president already under attack because 
ot his generosity, now faces new prob­ 
lems because of the actions ol his 
brother Laurance. 
Chairman Howard Cannon, D-Nev., 
said Wednesday Laurance Rockefel­ 
ler’« $50,000 loan to a New York state 
politician laier convicted of bribery 
Wgs one of ’he problems holding up the 
Rockefeller nomination. 
Cannon cited thi investigation ot the 
loan as one of the reasons for denying 
Nelson Rockefeller’s request lor imme­ 
diate public hearings. 
He said he would not object to Rock­ 
efeller’s holding a press conference to 


explain his $2 million m gifts to as.o- 
ciates, however. 
“ 1 regret that I won’t have a proper 
forum for at least another month.” 
Rockefeller said m New York after 
leai ning of Cannon’s decision. 
The three disclosures involving Lau­ 
rance Rockefeller were that he: 
—Financed a regoatory biography of 
Arthur Goldberg when he was running 
against Nolson for governor of New 
York in 1970. 
-W rote President Nixon urging him 
to overturn a Civil Aeronautics Board 
ruling that prohibited Eastern Airlines 
from buying a small airline in Puerto 
Rico. Nixon, who had received $250,000 
in campaign funds from the Rockefel­ 


lers that year, 1972, reversed the CAB 
The Rockefellers own a substantial 
amount of Eastern Airlines stock, al­ 
though Nelson personally owns none. 
—Loaned $50,000 in 1959 to L. ludson 
Morhouse, who was New York GOP 
chairman when Nelson first ran lor 
governor, 
Laurance Rockefeller issued a state­ 
ment through his New York office 
Wednesday, saying the loan to Mor­ 
house was a “perfectly proper and leg­ 
al transaction.” 
He said that in December, 1959, he 
sold Morhouse “certain stock” and 
“took back his personal note for the 
full purchase price ol $49,000." 
He said that 18 months later, in May 


of 1961, Morhouse used part ot the 
same stocn which nad increased con­ 
siderably in value to repay the loan 
plus interest. 
laurance Rockefeller said he made 
the loan to help Morhouse, and that the 
loan was repaid four and a half years 
before Morhouse was indicted in a li* 
auor scandal. 
“This is the only transaction I had 
with Mr. Morhouse,” he said. 
In addition Nelson Rockefeller tor- 
gave another $86,000 loan to Morhouse, 
a fte r he had been convicted Rockefel­ 
ler also granted Morhouse clemency 
after he contracted cancer and Park­ 
inson’s disease while in prison. 
Camion told newsmen he would re­ 


convene the Rockefeller hearings after 
the election recess, perhaps on Nov. 13, 
He said he felt the Senate could vote 
on the nomination in lute November or 
early December. 
“ My own feeling is that eventually 
he’ll be confirmed, but I must say I’m 
not as certain as I was wfhen we oegan 
the hearings,” Cannon said. 
He said he was “not very niuth con­ 
cerned” about the anti-Goldberg book, 
though other congressmen have com­ 
pared it to the dirty tricks activities m 
Hie Watergate scandal. 
The chairman said he also didn’t 
want to reopen the Rockefeller hear* 
mgs until the Joint Tax committee 
completed its audit ol the nominee’s in­

Talking with newsmen in New York, 
Rockeleller said he was “ getting a 
little bit indignant” about not beiii};

Huge tracks discovered 


S E A T T L E (U PI) - A 
series of 161 man-like tracks 
made by a creature thought 
to be more than eight feet tall 
has been discovered by a 
group of loggers, according to 
the leader of the American 
Yeti Expedition. 


The report of the Oct. 7 fin­ 
ding came in a telephone call 
from Robert W. Morgan, the 
leader of a group of persons 
searching for the legendary 
sasquatch or Bigfoot. 


“ It’s the longest string ol 
Bigfoot tracks ever examined 
by scientists to 
my know­ 
ledge.” Morgan said. “ Field 
measurements 
indicate 
the 


footprints were a whopping 18 
inches long, seven inches acr­ 
oss at the ball of the foot, and 
5.5 inches across at the heel. 
The average stride was well 
over 50 inches.” 
Grover Kiantz, a physical 
anthropologist at Washington 
State 
University, 
said 
the 
tracks must have been made 
by a creature more than eight 
feet tall, weighing about 800 
pounds. 
“ It is overwhelmingly pro­ 
bable that they (the tracks) 
are real,” he said. “ I’ve seen 
s o me 
pretty 
sophisticated 
fakes. 
I 
don't think 
these 
could have been done with 
fake feet.” 


Krantz said he was not part 
of the expedition. He said he 
examined casts of the tracks 
at 
Morgan’s 
request 
after 
they were found by the log­ 
gers. 


Morgan said that the log­ 
gers who found the tracks in 
the Lewis 
River Basin 
in 
southwest Washington report­ 
ed hearing “ strange, chirping 
whistles” in the area that 
they could not identify. On 
another occasion, something 
was heard tearing apart a 
Stump, Morgan said. 


Also. Elizabeth Mccrnian, a 
biology student with the expe­ 
dition, said the tracks were 


found “ within a few miles of 
a report we received in July 
when a boatyard owner saw a 
Bigfoot 
near 
one 
of 
his 
boats.” 


In August, Mrs. Moorman 
said the group had “ another 
report from a logger's wdfe 
who saw it across the road 
just across the river from 
w h e r e 
the 
tracks 
were 
found.” 


Morgan said his group, fi­ 
nanced by a grant from the 
National Wildlife Federation, 
has mostly disbanded for the 
winter but would be back in 
the spring for more invesiga- 
tion.

WASHINGTON - We have been 
reading a cohi-blooded foreign polu\ 
document, stamped SECRET on each 
page, which shows how the United 
States puts economic 
interests and 
political ploys ahead of human rights, 
thus obrogating the historic American 
commitment to champion democracy 
and decency throughout the world. 
The secret study, titled “National Se­ 
curity Study Memorandum 39,’’ re­ 
views U.S. policy toward Southern Af­ 
rica. Except for a general call “ to en­ 
courage moderation of the rigid racial 
and colonial policies of the white re­ 
gimes.” the 111-oage document almost 
ignores the plight of the oppressed 
blacks. 
“Our poll«* positions on Southern Af­ 
rica issues affect a range ot U.S. inter­ 
ests,” the study beings. “ None of the 
interests are vital to our security, but 
they have political and material impor­ 
tance.” 
The only reference to the repugnant 
racist policies of the white govern­ 
ments is in a pragmatic political con­ 
text. “ There is basic consensus within 
the U.S. government,” states the stu­ 
dy, that 4 our political interests in the 
region are important because the ra­ 
cial policies of the white states have 
become a major international issue. 
“Therefore, because other countries 
have made it so, aur foreign policy 
must take into account the domestic 
policies of the white regimes. Most 
nonwhite nations in the world in var­ 
ying degrees would tend to judge con­ 
spicuous; U.S. cooperation with the 
white regimes as condoning their ra­ 
cial policies.” 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger’s 
approach, we have learned, has been to 
•straddle” the black-white issue by un­ 
dercover cooperation with the white- 
ruled 
countries 
and 
“modest” 
in­ 
creases in economic aid lor the black 
¡.tates. 


NSSM .19, as the secret study is 
mown in the backrooms of the State 
Department, places great stress on 
protecting “economic, scientific and 
strategic interests and opportunities in 
she region, including the orderly mar­ 
keting of South Airica’s gold produc­ 
tion.” 
The United States has its biggest 
economic stake, according to the docu­ 
ment, in South Africa, where rome 300 
U.S. firms hold about $700 million in in­ 
vestments. Among them are large min­ 
ing companies and the Big Three auto 
makers. 
“South Africa produces about 60 per 
cent of the Free World’s gold,’’ the 
document adds, “and the orderly m ar­ 
keting of this production is of key im­ 
portance for the maintenance of the 
two-tier gold pricing system.’’ 
Rhodesia, with its vast deposits of 
metallurgical chromite, is also a juicy 
economic plum. Since the United Na­ 
tions imposed sanctions on Rhodesia, 
the U.S.-owned mines in the country 
have been taken over by the govern­ 
ment. 
In South West Africa, the fabulous 
Tsumeb mines are producing copper, 
lead and zinc. U.S. firms, which ha\e 
a $40 million investment in the area, 
area also prospecting for oil and min­ 
erals. 
Gulf Oil has struck oil north of the 
Congo in the Portuguese colony of Ang­ 
ola, and U.S. companies have a $100 
million investment in Zambia. 
NSSM 39 makes it clear that the 
United States is far more concerned 
about protecting these corporate in­ 
vestments than in promoting American 
ideals. 
Increasingly, 
our 
embassies 
around the world have become branch 
offices for the big U.S. corporations. 
Here are just a few examples, which 
we have documented in the past. 
—The United States closed its eyes to 
the deliberate slaughter of thousands 


of tribal rivals b> the Burundi govern­ 
ment after a $14 billion nickel deposit 
was discovered there. Suddenly, agents 
representing U.S. corporations began 
swarming into the tiny nation, and the 
United States began courting the repre­ 
ssive Burundi government. 
—When ITT’s corporate holdings in 
Chile were threatened by the Marxist 
government of Salvadore Allende, ITT 
called upon the Central Intelligence 
Agency to sponsor economic sabotage 
against the government. The project 
was approved by the hush-hush t-orty 
Committee, which is headed by Kissi­ 
nger. The economic undermining help­ 
ed to trigger a military coup, precisely 
as ITT had predicted 18 months before 
it happened. 
When the Congolese cabinet granted 
a license to an Italian oil company to 
build a refinery in the Congo, the State 
Department intervened. The U.S. em­ 
bassy in Leopoldville was instructed to 
help Standard of New Jetsey get the 
license. After quiet diplomatic pres­ 
sure, the Congo capitulated. 
—In the Far East, oilmen used then 
influence to get the U.S. government to 
punish tiny Ceylon for daring to na­ 
tionalize service stations owned by Te­ 
xaco and Standard of New Jersey. The 
nationalization had been ordered be­ 
cause the two oil giants had stalled for 
12 years over construction ot a refinery 
which Ceylon needed badly. 
The companies sought to invoke a 
foreign aid clause, which, if activated, 
can shut off all foreign aid to any 
country that seizes American-owned 
property and falls to pay for it within 
six months. * 
—Ceylon ottered to reimburse the oil 
companies, but both firms delayed fur­ 
nishing the necessary financial figures 
for six months. It had all the earmarks 
of a deliberate stall so the amendment 
could take effect.

Wallace reacts to 
news from Boston 


WASHINGTON — “There’S one — get him!” The primal cal 
of the mob. An American citizen, solely because of the color of 
his skin, was in danger. The target of their outrage being 
rescued, the mob then turned on the nearest television creu 
smashed its equipment and pummelled the newsmen. 
The scene was familiar—but what about the place? Ten Sep­ 
tember school openings ago it coirid ha\e been Birmingham oi 
Mobile. But this \ear what Southern accents there were in that 
mob scene came from South Boston. 
During a recent visit to original Wallace Country, this writer 
ran into a certain detached smugness on the part of many 
Alabamans as they followed news of the racial ordeal now 
afflicting a Northern city. No one was chortling gleefully, but 
the attitude w’as what might be expected of people watching a 
longtime regional antagonist caught up in his own moral 
traces. 
For Boston Isn’t just any Northern city, you see. It has been 
the spawning ground for successive generations of what South­ 
erners regard as self-righteous outside meddling from thi 
moral thunder of William Lloyd Garrison and Charles Sumntr 
in the 1860s to the political preachments of the Kennedys in 
the 1960s. 
In Tuscaloosa, for example, a Wallaceite with a long memo 
ry was curious to find out if I knew what tormer Masssachu- 
setts Gov. Endicott (Chub) Peabody was up to these days. No. 
! replied, why? Because, the questioner said acidly. Peabod;.s 
mother had travelled to Alabama during one of the m a n y 
racial crises ol a decade ago and volubly insisted on being 
jailed—“with the cameras grinding.” 
Such incidents are still bitterly recalled m Wallace Countn. 
although Alabama and other states of the Deep South are no 
, 
longer considred the front-line battleground in the nation se t 
fort to correct the racial inequities of the past. 
So it was that most Southern whites I talked to during my 
visit weren’t sympathetic to those Massachusetts politicians 
like Boston Mayor Kevin White who, in former years, had st 
themselves up as moral arbiters for problems thousands of 
miles away. 
From some Southern blacks, too. the reaction to violence m 
South Boston, if anything, was even more cynical: the moral 
thunderers and political preachers—most of whom sent then 
own children to private schools—have proved themselves no 
better at controlling racial differences in their own back yard 
than Bull Connor and Sheriff Jim Clark in Alabama a decade 
ago. 
Yet, if many Alabamans remain smugly detached about 
South Boston's problems, their governor has reason to react 
differently to the news front Massachusetts. 
George Wallace, after all, first made his mark on the nation­ 
al scene by threatening to block a federal court order. As 
viewed from Montgomery, the 1974 transformation of a Kenne­ 
dy political stronghold into a street scene replica of Wallace 
Country during the mid-’60s is a prophecy fulfilled. 
To be sure, in 1964. Wallace running for President was taken 
lightly. But by 1968. he was a factor to be reckoned with b\ 
both major national parties. And in 1972, after a number of 
primary victories fn Northern as well as Southern states, he 
got a respectful hearing at the national Democratic convention. 
Campaigning in those years, Wallace used to say that while 
his critics claimed he was out of the “mainstream ’ ot Ameri­ 
can politics, they would learn otherwise in time. No one took 
him seriously. 
Indeed, there are those who still don’t. But a man who 
launched his national political career by defying a federal 
judge—not to mention an Attorney General from Massachu­ 
setts—sees more than irony as he follows the daily dispatches 
from the front in Kennedy Country. He sees opportunity. 
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Suicide among young Americans is 
increasing, almost by epidemic prop­ 
ortions a The murder rate in the United 
States is record high and uptrending. 
And the newest studies suggesi the two 
are related. 
I have here three separate studies of 
suicide-note the corollaries: 
University of California research: 
From 1945 to 1969 an average 4.8 oui of 
every 100,000 young people took their 
own lives. Fewer than 5 per 10 0 ,0 0 0 . 
Suddenly between 1970 and 1972 the 
rate jumped 92 per cent: 
almost 
doubled in two years. Dr. Richard Sei- 
den blames mostly the illegal use of 
drugs. 
Yale University research: The suic­ 
ide rate has doubled in recent years 
t h r o u g h o u t the entire Western 


w orld— Britain, Australia. Canada, Is­ 
rael and the United States. Th- most 
frequent agent m suicide attempts: 
drugs; specifically the sleep-inducing 
barbiturates.

population. The suicide rate among 
women doctors is three times that ut 
the general population. No. 1 factor, 
the easy availability of drugs. 
Chronically depressed persons a r e 
likely to turn to drugs for escape 
though the hangover trom most drugs 
is a more acute depression. 
Now—murder. 
The city of Detroit, where murder is 
epidemic, asked Wayne State Univers­ 
ity to try to find out why. So far in 
lfri4 Detroit, a middlin’ city of 1.5 mil­ 
lion people, half-black and half-white, 
is averaging two to three homicides ev­ 
ery day, 
The Wayne State study selected for 
study 50 murderers. Three-fourths of 
the killers were male. More than halt 
of the killers and their victims were 
black males. Two thirds of the slayings 
followed a quarrel with a relative or 
acquaintance. 


In retrospect, most all of those quar­ 
rels sound like silly excuses for such 
violent behavior, except that most of 
the killers were on drugs and irration­ 
al. 
The Wayne County medical examiner 
s iys 75 per cent of all the city’s mur­ 
ders are drug-related. 
This is going to sound callous; but. 
as surely as all excesses are their won 
undoing, the narcotics problem which 
confounds us all is making most head 
wav against itself as its victims kill oil 
themselves and «tie another. 
Unfortunately, those on drugs or des­ 
perate for drugs are also a menace to 
others. Dr, Karl Menninger suggests 
that we are negating our countermeas­ 
ures by a failure to agree on the cause 
of addiction. The experts are divideo 
50-50 over whether it is an illness or a 
crime. Dr. Menninger dares to ask: 
“Whatever happened to srn?” 
Call it by its right name, and there s 
a remedy tor it.

Vinegar neither harmful nor helpful 
and ^ 
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r U B M O H K E B U T I T C E K S T S

DEAR DR. LAMB — In a recent co­ 
lumn you discussed the use of vinegar 
to tenderize meat before cooking and 
stated that, “any alcohol present will be 
destroyed in the cooking process.' 
My question is, what effect does 
vinegar have on the body health, par­ 
ticularly the stomach? 1 have read that 
some feel that it hinders the digestion 
of starch and some protein. I have also 
read literature advocating the use of 
vinegar for certain illnesses. W o u l d 
you please tell me in as simple a lang­ 
uage as possible the effect of distilled 
vinegar and apple cider vinegar? 
DEAR READER - First, you have 
taken the statement about alcohol out 
of context. That referred to the use of 
wine to tenderize meats. Vinegar con­ 
tains no alcohol. 
Vinegar is acetic acid. What is acetic 
acid? It is similar in some ways to 
alcohol. It is made of two carbon 
atoms and some hydrogen and oxygen. 
It is a weak acid and is responsible for 
that acid-like reaction of vinegar. 
Now', all our food that is converted 
completely to energy, tor any purpose 
in the body, must first be broken down 
to acetic acid. The sugar you eat, the 
fat in your meat or other foods, and

even the proteins you tear down and 
use for energy must first be converted 
to acetic acid before they complete the 
cycle in the cell to be converted to 
energy, carbon dioxide and water. 
Initially all our food begins with the 
formation of carbohydrates in plants 
by the action of energy from the sun 
and using carbon dioxide and water. 
When the energy is released in the 
body all foods are converted back to 
carbon 
dioxide, 
water 
and 
energy. 
That is the energy cycle. 
Obviously vinegar added to food in 
reasonable amounts does not harm a 
normal stomach nor does it interfere 
wnth normal digestion of starch or oth­ 
er roods. The stomach normally pro­ 
duces even more acid digestive juice to 
cause digestion. 
Vinegar is not much use as a medi­ 
cation. It is often cited in folk medi­ 
cine but such old-fashioned ideas are 
about as useful as the idea that the 
way to cure people of all sorts of ill­ 
nesses is to bleed them. Doctors once 
did that 200 years ago. That is probab­ 
ly the immediate cause of George 
Washington’s death. 
Specifically, vinegar and honey do 
not dissolve cataracts of the eye or 
have other magical qualities. 
There are no important differences 


between apple cider vinegar and dis­ 
tilled vinegar. The main ingredient 111 
both is acetic acid. You can get a dif­ 
ference in flavor from traces of che 
micals from the fruit. This applies to 
apple cider vinegar or wine vinegar. 
Both apple cider and fruit juice can 
ferment to form alcohol, then the alco­ 
hol can be converted to vinegar. Be­ 
cause alcohol and acetic acid are simi­ 
lar in some respects it is chemically 
easy for wine to turn to vinegar. For­ 
tunately, vinegar has none 01 the in­ 
toxicating effects or the harmful ef­ 
fects on the cells that atcohoi does. 
In the body alcohol is converted 
directly to acetic acid by means of an 
enzyme in the cell and then metabo­ 
lized just like acetic acid from fat. car­ 
bohydrate, or proteins to release ener­ 
gy, carbon dioxide, and water. This 
process uses oxygen. So plants release 
oxygen in forming 
food containing 
energy, and we use oxygen to tear the 
food apart to release energy.

WASHINGTON (UP1) - There is a 
move underway in certain circles to 
advance the “unisex” trend in this 
country to a point where males and 
females will be sharing the same pro­ 
nouns. 
Sexually segregated pronouns are, of 
course, as much a part of American 
culture as separate bicycles —one type 
for girls and one for boys. 
We have “he-him-his” pronouns for 
males and “she-her-hers” pronouns lor 
females. The thought of both sexes us­ 
ing the same pronoun would have 
shocked our grandparents ai d I must 
say I find it a bit scandalizing myseli. 
Yet conditions in our society today 
are such that such a proposal appears 
in such a respectable publication as 
the National Education Association’s 
journal. If you can imagine such a 
thing. 
In the current issue, Fred Wilhelifls, 
former executive secretary of the As­ 


sociation for Supervision and Curricu­ 
lum Development, advocates adoption 
of three new unisex pronouns —“ne- 
ner-nis” —lor use in double gender si­ 
tuations. 
This proposal, as you might have 
suspected, is an outgrowth of the wom­ 
en’s liberation movement. Lib leaders 
contend that pronoun-sharing already 
is widespread in such sentences as 
“ Evervbody is losing his head." 
Since women as well as men are los­ 
ing their heads, they argue, that sen­ 
tence is bisexual. But women are de­ 
nied equal pronominal representation. 
Instead, they are shoved into the mas­ 
culine pronoun. 
The only alternative - construction 
of separate but equal pronouns ( Ev­ 
erybody is losing his or her head. ) 
—is cumbersome. So, under Wilhelms 
integration plan, the pronoun would be­ 
come unisexual (“Everybody is losing 
ner head."). 
This proposal prompted a distinct 
narrowing of my chauvinist pig-like 
eyes. I don’t like it. Not one bit. 


That sort of thing can only lead to 
further 
confusing 
of 
sexual 
roles, 
which 
already

crises. Furthermore, the proposal is 
based on a faulty premise. 
When females occupy masculine pro­

Cafe owner hurt by inflation 


NEW ORLEANS (U PI) - 
When Bert and Tillie Levy 
opened 
the Tally-Ho 
Coffee 
Shop on Chartres Street in ‘he 
French Quarter 18 years ago, 
there w asn’t much inflation 
and they paid 39 cents for a 
five pound bag for sugar. 


“ Tt's $2.22 a five-pound bag 
today.” 
said 
Levy, 
talking 
about how inflation is affect­ 


ing his 34-seat shop where a 
breakfast of ham. two e g g s , 
grits, least and jelly cost" 
$1.30. Two weeks ago coffee 
went up from 20 cents to 25 
cents a cup. 


“ Business is good, but e y 
erytime you put in an order, 
the price keeps going up for 
what we need.” Levy said. 
“ The 
administration 
keeps 


hollering that inflation's level­ 
ing ctf. but everytinie we get 
an order in, the prices keep 
going up. 


“ We raised the prices cn 
soft drinks and coffee to 25 
cents. You’d be surprised how 
many people don’t have a cup 
of coffee with their breakfast 
anymore. 
Or 
a 
Coke 
with 
their lunch. That’s serious.” 


Levy and his 
wife 
begin 
their day before dawn, m ak­ 
ing readv to serve breakfast 
at 6:30 a.m. They feel it’s a 
struggle now to hold prices 
down for their working-class 
customers. 
Despite inflation, 
business 
remains good, but Levy won­ 
ders for how long. 
“ So tar. 
1 
think it’s our 
p r i c e s —that’s the 
main 
thing. We are trying to kerp 
the price down where we’ll 
get the volume business. 
1 
guess.” 
But there are signs 
that 
trouble the Levys. 


“ One guy used to come in 
all the time. Now he’s carry­ 
ing a little bag for lunch to 
work. He can’t afford to eat. 
Working boy, working man. 
He can’t afford ft any more. 
“ I think we have about the 
cheapest prices in New Or­ 
leans for what we give on a 
plate lunch or for breakfast. 1 
Imow we are the cheapest in 
the city for breakfast.” 
Monday’s plate lunch costs 
$1.25 for red beans, sausage, 
rice and salad. But Thurs­ 
day’s corned beef, 
steam ed 
cabbage and boiled potatoes 
aoes for $1.50. 


Levy said he is angry be­ 
cause the prices he pays keep 
going up due to inflation. 
“ Inflation’s not leveling off 
to my way of looking at it. 
T o m o r r o w morning root 
beer’s $2.85 a case. I got a 
l e t t e r Friday —doughnuts, 
pies, cakes all going up.” 
Levy said he has little con­ 
fidence 
President 
Ford 
or 
Congress would do anything 
to help the Tallv-Ho. 
“ The only thing I can say. 
what they ought to do, is put 
a ceiling on the prices, put a 
ceiling on the wages. Stop it 
completely. 


“ I don’t know how long in­ 
flation will keep up. I don’t 
think anybody, even 
Jerald 
Ford, knows that. But it’s go: 
to stop 
som eplace. 
There’s 
got to be a leveling off point. 
“ 1 mean the little guy is 
hurting the most. Ju st like 
the surtax. Who’s going to get 
it in the end? The middle 
man. The poor guy don’t feel 
it and the rich guy can afford 
it. 
“ The guy m aking $12.000, 
$15,000, $18,000 a year —he’s 
the guy footing the bill for 
the rest of the (expletive de­ 
leted) country.”

'He's king of the turtles... 


C ARM ARGO, 111. (UPI) - 
The hands of Ben Gabbard 
Jr. are as leathery as the 
snapping 
turtles 
he 
hunts, 
scarred at least 100 times in 
the past 40 years by turtle 
bites as he poked mto river- 
drift' 
and 
mud 
holes 
in 
search of his prey. 
B u t 
Gabbard, 
52, 
Villa 
Grove, III., has no fear of the 


snapping turtle, and, for him 
the dangerous sport has has 
resulted in turtles as large as 
74 pounds. He usually catches 
about 200 a year. 
Armed with a steel rod bent 
into a hook on the end, the 
w h i t e - h a i r e d ironworker 
probes 
likely 
looking 
river 
and creek banks to locate the 
snappers. 


Then he reaches into the hi­ 
deout and feels for the tail, 
which he uses to pull 
the 
snapper out. 
Being able to locate 
the 
proper end of the turtle takes 
experience. A large snapper 
could chomp off a finger with 
ore bite. 
And turtle bites aren’t the 
cnly hazard. 


“ Turtles often occupy mus­ 
krat holes, and a muskrat 
v ill bite you repeatedly like a 
sewing 
machine,” 
Gabbard 
said. 


“ A small snapDer will bite 
you 
quicker 
than 
a 
large 
one,” he 
added, 
‘‘bpt you 
don’t have to worry about 
being bit if you know what 
you’re doing.” 


By placing his hand on the 
sheil, 
he 
can 
quickly 
tell

from their mudboles. 
Also, 


die shell is jagged in the 
back. 


Though admitting it was the 
“ wrong time of year 
for it,

ir.to the muddy bank. 
“ When you strike the shell 
of the turtle, it has a fael and 
sound all of its own,” Gab­ 
bard said. “ You really have 
to experience it, but it’s simu- 
lar to this.” he said, lightly 
tapping a hollow log with the 
steel rod. 
“ He’s king of the turtles,” 


Bob confided later about his 
father. 
“ I 
once 
hunted 
a 
stretch of water like that and 
could only find one turtle the 
size of my thumbnail. 


“ When T saw dad later, he 
said he had caught 12 but 
they were too heavy to bring 
back. I didn’t believe him. 1 
had searched out every likely 
looking spot for turtles. 


“ So 1 told him, ‘I’ll carry 
all the turtles you can catch.’ 
We went back, and not only 
did he have the 12 turtles he 
said he had, 
but he kept 
catching {hem on the way 


back to the car.... He finally 
had to help me, I couldn’t 
carry them all.” 


Before leaving the area, the 
Gabbards 
caught 
a 
small 
snapper, about a foot long, 
but quickly returned it to the 
water, a conservation prac­ 
tice they have followed for 
years.

Mansfield advises Rocky 


hearings be reopened soon 


WASHINGTON 
(UP1) 
- 
Senate 
Democratic 
leader 
Mike 
Mansfield 
said today hearings should be reopened 
as soon as possible on the nomination 
of Nelson A. Rockefeller to be vice 
president. 


But his Republican counterpan. Sen. 
Hugh Scott, Pa., chided the House for 
not yet holding any hearings at all and 
called for some quick action. 


Mansfield said the reopening of the 
hearings is necessitated by disclosures» 
concerning money that Rockefeller has 
given to political associates and a 
derogatory book used in his 197n New 
York gubernatorial campaign. 


However, Scott said it was “ irrespon­ 
sible” for the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee to have delated hearings, which 
probably will not oe held until after 
the election recess. 


“Why haven’t they acted?” Scott 
asked the Senate. “What are they up 
to?” 


Scott said delay on the nomination in 
the House was “ in effect sabotaging 
the 25th Amendment” 
under which 
vice presidents are chosen whenever a 
vacancy occurs. 


Assistant GOP leader Robert Griffin 
said “the American people do not want 
the Congress to plav politics with a 


m atter as serious as this. We have a 
right to ask where the serious inquiry 
stops and where the politics begins.” 


Rockeieller’s nomination has become 
embroiled in disclosures that he gave 
about $? million to friends and political 
associates and that his brother, Lau­ 
rence, put up $60.000 to have a dero­ 
gatory book written about 
Nelson’s 
1P70 Democratic opponent, Arthur Gol­ 
dberg. 


Mansfield said he received a tele­ 
phone call last Thursday from Gol­ 
dberg asking that he be allowed io tes­ 
tify cn what he calls a “ political dirty 
trick.” Mansfield said he has written 
Rules Committee Chairman Howard 
Cannon asking that Goldberg be al­ 
lowed to testify. 


He said Cannon was polling mem­ 
bers of the committee on when hear­ 
ings should be reopened. 


Rockefeller called Tuesday for a 
chance to testify before the House 
committee. 


Rep. Peter W. Rodino. D-N.J., chair­ 
man of the House Judiciary 
Com­ 
mittee, 
turned 
down 
Rockefeller’s 
request, saying that hearings could not 
he opened unil the panel completes its 
“ thorough investigation” of the nomi­ 
nee.

FUNNY BUSINESS

BUFFALO, N.Y. (UPI) - 
“ They ask you to fill out an 
application 
and 
then 
you 
know where the application 
ends up —either under some 
cigarette butts or in the waste 
basket.” 
James H. Austin, 42. is 
married, the father of three 
children, black and unem­ 
ployed. 
’ I’ve been down here (at 
the unemployment office) for 
six weeks now and I don’t 
have a check yet,” Austin 
said. 
“ I’ve been in New York 
State now 24 years and I ne­ 
ver drew any unemployment 
whatsoever. 
In 
the 
whole 
state of New York I could al­ 
ways find me a job, but now 
there’s nothing.” 
Richard Pryze, 26, is mar­ 
ried has one child, is white 
and unemployed. 
He worked as an airframe 
and powerplant mechanic at 
Prior Aviation for a year and 
a half before being laid off 
Aug. 30. 
“There's not much of any­ 
thing in New York State for 
a i r f r a m e and powerplant 
mechanics,” Pryze said. 
To the state, Austin and 
Pryze are just figures —two 
of the more than 47,000 work­ 
ers in the area out of work in 
August. 
That figure represents 8.7 
per cent of the work force, 
the highest rate in the state 
and one of the highest in the 
country. 
“The industry mix here is 
so predominately geared to 
transportation 
and 
energy, 
that 
Buffalo 
was 
affected 
much more than the other 
areas during the energy crisis 
last 
winter,” 
said 
George 
Smyntek, a state labor de­ 
partment official. 
Chevrolet 
employs 
more 
than 15,000 workers at its su­ 
burban Tonawanda complex 
and its Buffalo plant. General 
Motor’s Harrison Radiator Di­ 
vision employs more than 9,- 
000 at its Lockport and Buf­ 
falo plants. 
Bethlehem Steel once em­ 
ployed 16,000 but now has 
work for only 14,000. 
Non-transportation 
indust­ 


ries also have cut back or 
closed. 
Wurlitzer is down to 450 
employes from a peak of 
more than 1,100. About 350 
workers lost their jobs when 
the company stopped making 
juke boxes. 
Since 1968, more than 70 in­ 
dustrial plants in the Buffalo 
a r e a h a v e closed their 
doors. 
One of the most recent was 
the Hewitt 
Robins 
rubber 
plant, a division of Litton In­ 
dustries, which closed after a 
lengthy strike, leaving 750 
persons jobless. 
Fred Koester Jr., president 
of Hewitt Robins Local 188. 
was able to find new jobs for 
only about 125 of the compa­ 
ny’s 475 union members. 
“ This is the worst I’ve seen 
it since the recession in early 
1960 —no, it’s worse,” he 
said. “ I’ve never seen it this 
bad. Any other time I could 
have placed almost all of 
them.” 
Chevrolet 
and 
Harrison 
plants have been calling back 
workers laid off during the 
summer and before, but Buf­ 
falo Mayor Stanley Makowski 
said the area remains “ one of 
the most economically depr­ 
essed urban centers in the en­ 
tire nation.” 
Federal funds have been 
made available, but Thomas 
Franczyk, 
Buffalo’s 
public 
employment 
director, 
said 
law prohibits using the funds 
to restore jobs that have been 
cut back. 
And, he said, all new jobs 
would be temporary because 
funding runs only through 
next June 30. The extent of 
the unemployment 
problem 
w as 
dramatized 
recently 
when 1,400 persons applied 
for 189 federally funded jobs. 
Koester said one of the 
problems is that many of the 
jobless worked in one area for 
so long. 


“ Some of our people have 
done one thing most of their 
lives,” he said. “ It’s impos­ 
sible to retrain them or relo­ 
cate them. And many are at 
the age where no one will 
hire them, even though it’s 
supposed to be illegal.” 
Adam Prelewicz agrees. 
Prelewicz, 60, was laid off 
when Wurlitzer stopped mak­ 
ing juke boxes. He helped 
design service manuals. 
“They didn’t line up a job 
for me,” he said. “ I had an 
application into some places. 
But in my line, the field is 
very limited. 
And 
I’m 60 
years old.” 
The mayor has complained 
of a “ severe brain drain.” He 
said “ more than 10,000 of the 
most talented and skilled” 
people have left because they 
cannot find jobs. 
Pryze hasn’t left yet, but he 
hones to soon. 
“ My wife’s working, but 
wre’re not buying much. My 
wife and I don’t eat much 
and most of the time my son 
has been staying at my moth­ 
er’s. He doesn’t even have 
shoes to fit him,” Pryze said. 
“ Right now, I’m hoping so­ 
mething will turn up out of 
the state so I can get out of 
here quickly.” 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The president of the world’s 
largest commercial bank says 
that President Ford’s eco­ 
nomic program is construc­ 
tive and “ merits support.”

Cancer and alcohol 
linked, but hot tea? 


MOSCOW (UPD - Two So- 


Met 
doctors 
agreed 
today 
with an American report sug­ 
gesting a connection between 
cancer and heavy drinking, 
and one said hot tea also 
could be a culprit. 


Nikolai N. Blokhin, director 
of the Institute of Experimen­ 
tal and Clinical Oncology, told 
the Literatumaya Gazeta that 
“ a connection between alcohol 
and the development of some 
tumors has been studied for a 
long time. Though 
alcohol 
cannot be considered a direct 
cause of cancer, it is known 
that drinking provokes cir­ 
rhosis of the liver and can 
prompt the development of 
cancer of the liver. 


“There are also grounds for 
thinking that alcohol provokes 
cancer of the esophagus.” 


Alexander V. Chaklin, chief 
tumor expert of the Ministry 
of Public Fealih. said, “ It is 
beyond doubt that strong al­ 
coholic drinks 
irritate the 
mucous membranes ... and 
that strong irritations of the 
mouth and esophagus can re­ 
sult in cancer is statistically 
proven. 
“ In our central Asian re­ 
publics there is a greater in­ 
cidence of cancer of the eso­ 
phagus but quite a temperate 
aoproach to alcohol. A pos­ 
sible cause here is the tradi­ 
tional habit of drinking very 
hot, almost boiling, tea.’’ 
Cu,aklin said that wire was.

ritu al drinks and noted that 
cancer rates were lower in 
the Soviet Union's two main 
wine-producing regions —Mol­ 
davia and Georgia.

Cassius 
was 
also 
charged with “ committing a 
felony while on bail on a felo­ 
ny charge.” 
The Arizona supreme court 
upheld his conviction on both 
the b u r g l a r y and bond 
charges. 
Cassius contended that he 
was in effect being penalized 
twice fcr the same crime, in 
violation of the constitution. 
H i also argued that his rights 
to “ equal protection of the 
law” were violated since he 
suffered greater punishment 
than someone who committed 
the same burglary cime but 
was not already on bail.

Research shows eye cosmetics 
often haven for contamination

The problem, as Wilson ex­ 
plains it, is that a woman 
picks up bacteria from the 
surface of her eye lid when 
applying makeup with an ap­ 
plicator or brush.

cosmetic parts as a source of 
nutrition.”

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U.S. subsidies cost $95 million 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
congressional 
study 
shews 
that federal subsidies of all 
sorts cost $95 billion a year, 
the equivalent of a third of 
the federal budget. 
They range from depletion 
allowances for oilmen to food 
stamps for the poor. 
The 
study 
by 
Congress’ 
Joint 
Economic 
Committee 
says most subsidies are a bad 
bargain. The cost to the tax­ 
payers 
“far 
exceed 
their 
benefits 
to 
society 
as 
a 
whole,” it says. 
By 
“subsidies” the com­ 
mittee means not only direct 
cash payments, but tax incen­ 
tives such as the depletion al­ 
lowance for oil companies or 


the interest writeoff for home 
owners and direct benefits at 
reduced cost such as Medi­ 
care or food stamps. 
In fiscal 1070, these pro­ 
grams in all cost $63 billion. 
But the current fiscal year, 
the cost had reached $85 bil­ 
lion. 
Fastest 
growing 
are 
the 
subsidy 
programs 
Congress 
does not watch, like tax in­ 
centives. 
Agriculture 
subsidies, 
the 
study shows, are declining — 
from $5.7 billion in fiscal 1970 
to $2.5 billion this year. But 
food subsidies are up four­ 
fold, to nearly $6 billion, and 
health subsidies have almost 
doubled, to $16 billion. 


The biggest single category 
are commerce and economic 
development subsidies, tota­ 
ling $21.5 billion, up $3 billion 
in five years. 
These include $1.5 billion 
for the postal service and $6.5 


billion lost to the government 
in tax collections because of 
favorable tax treatment of ca­ 
pital gains, the profits from 
the sale of stocks and other 
property. 
“We try to use the tax sys­ 
tem to encourage oil explora­ 
tion. tree raising, exporting of 
U.S. coods, gift giving, home 


b u y i n g and 
many other 
things,” 
said 
Sen. 
William 
Proxmire, D-Wis. 
“But it does not 
always 
work,” he said. “Our knee- 
jerk tax breaks have eroded 


the tax base and riddled It 
with inequities. Tax benefits 
accrue to the wealthy and in

Connecticut elections 
Women, Watergate 


could spell difference 


HARTFORD. Conn. 
(UPI) 
— Ella T. Grasso, a 20-year 
veteran of Connecticut polit­ 
ics, is seeking to become the 
state’s first woman governor 
in a campaign with very little 
reference to sex. 
It has even been ioked that 
she wants 
to 
become 
the 
state’s governess. 
That’s the kind of woman 
she is. Mrs. Grasso, the 55- 
year-old daughter of an immi­ 
grant Italian baker, is a mat­ 
ronly 
woman 
who 
prefers 
down-to-earth 
clothing 
for 
frills. At a fireman’s parade 
in Waterbury, she showed up 
in 
pants 
and 
an 
orange 
sweatshirt. 
She is clearly not running 
on her sex, but neither is she 
running on a women’s plat­ 
form. 
Few 
of 
her 
strong 
stands are identified with the 
women's movement. 
There were a lot of jokes 
like the governess one last 
winter when Mrs. Grasso an­ 
nounced her candidacy. But 
the two-term Democratic con­ 
gresswoman is not a novice to 
politics — she carried her dis­ 
trict by 47,500 votes in the 
1972 Nixon landslide —and the 
experts have taken her se­ 
riously since last 
January, 
when the polls started coming 
out. 
The polls show her clobber­ 
ing all Republican contenders 
and she is now the favorite 
over Republican Robert 
H. 
Steele, 36, a colleague in Con­ 
gress. Steele, a former CIA 
agent and the son of a popu­ 
lar Hartford radio personal­ 
ity, outfoxed party regulars in 
July, putting together an up­ 
set victory at the GOP state 
convention. 
Steele has conducted an ag­ 
gressive campaign, zeroing in 
on the income tax issue. In 
1971, Connecticut’s Democrat- 
dominated legislature passed 
an income tax, but it was 
quickly repealed because of 
public outrage. 
Steele 
says 
Mrs. 
Grasso 
would have to raise $400 mil­ 
lion in new taxes to put her 
party platform 
Into 
effect. 
She has tried to skirt the 
spending 
issue 
saying 
the 
platform represents goals, not 
specific proposals, but when 
pressed, promised to veto an 
income tax. 
Steele has waging an uphill 
battle against the onus of the 
Watergate scandals and the 


pardon of former President 
Richard Nixon —as well as a 
3-2 
Democratic 
registration 
edge. Steele has tried to keep 
his distance from Nixon and 
criticized the pardon. 
With an eye to voter back- | 
lash over dirty tricks and 
campaign funds being “ laun­ 
dered” 
in 
Mexican 
banks, 
Steele set a $100 limit on con­ 
tributions to “drive big mo­ 
ney out of politics.” 
Economic issues are most 
discussed in the -campaign. 
Both contenders opposed in­ 
creased state spending and 
the income tax. Mrs. Gras-o 
has attacked repeated utility 
rate hikes and has proposes ; 
abolishing the 
state 
Public 
Utilities 
Commission, 
which 
she calls the handmaiden of 
power companies. 
,The incumbent Republiian 
governor, Thomas J. Meskill, 
is foresaking elective politics, j 
Nixon nominated him a U.S. 
appeals court judge the day 
before he resigned —which 
has become a campaign prob­ 
lem in the other m ajor state­ 
wide campaign. 
Republican James H. Bran- 
nen III is campaigning to be­ 
come the first black 
man 
from Connecticut to serve in 
the Senate. But he faces a 
formidable 
Sen. 
Abraham 
Ribicoff. a Democat seeking 
his third term. 
The Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee reportedly has held up 
consideration of the MeskiH’s 
nomination out of deference 
to Ribicoff, who apparently 
would like to avoid taking a 
stand on the question until af­ 
ter election day, 
Brannen, a 34-year-old air­ 
line pilot who won his first 
election victory as a state 
representative from rural Col­ 
chester, has tried to tar Ribi­ 
coff with conflict of interest 
charges. He says Ribicoff has 
an interest in the Charles E. 
Smith real estate firm, which 
holds $13 million in federal 
leases and is the largest fed­ 
eral 
landlord 
in 
Arlington, 
Va. 
Ribicoff, a former governor 
and 
Health, 
Education 
and 
W e l f a r e secretary under 
President John F. Kennedy, 
says Brannen has his facts 
mixed up. 
The Republicans and Demo­ 
crats each have three con­ 
gressional districts, 
but 
at 
least one may go Democratic.

Incidentally it 
would have an equally dis­ 
turbing effect upon a son, for 
what this kind of demanding 
parent is doing is depriving 
his child of freedom of choice.

Dr. Edward Zigler, profes­ 
sor and director of Yale Uni­ 
versity’s child 
development 
program, says that the well- 
meaning effort to improve a 
child’s 
intelligence 
quotient

“ Learning,” he says, “is a 
continuous process and is not 
limited to the formal teaching 
efforts that impress adults.” 
If a child thinks he is loved 
ard accepted only when he 
performs or achieves he is 
apt to be insecure, anxious 
and threatened. He may feel 


that there rs always some 
kind of test and unless that 
test is passed with flying co­ 
lors love will be withheld. 
This 
is 
a 
dangerous, 
un­ 
healthy emotional atmosphere 
for a child and there are 
bound 
to be 
repercussions 
along the way. 


As Dr. Zigler points out, 
there are now books to teach 
a child to read at age 2, but 
h e 
wonders 
why 
parents 
would want to waste a child’s 
time performing intellectual 
tricks when is is confronted 
with all the developmental 
tasks a 2-y ear-old must mas­ 
ter.

OAKLAND (U PI) - Only Don Sut­ 
ton, maybe the best pitcher in both 
leagues right now, stands between the 
Oakland A’s third straight world cham­ 
pionship and a guaranteed place in 
baseball history. 
The A’s opened a three gam e to one 
lead over the Los Angeles Dodgers by 
beating them 5-2 Wednesday night and 
now all they need is one more victory 
to become only the second club in m a­ 
jor league history to win three con­ 
secutive world titles. The New York 
Yankees are the only other club to 
have done so, and still stand alone in 
the record books with both four and 
five titles in a row. 
But first the A’s have to get by Sut­ 
ton, winner of 12 straight gam es, in­ 
cluding a 3-2 victory in Sunday’s sec­ 
ond gam e, or carry the World Series to 
a sixth gam e in Los Angeles on Satur­ 
day.

Finley keeps 


Dark guessing 


OAKLAND (U PI) — It is growing clo­ 
ser and closer to that tim e now when 
Charlie Finley will say yes or no to 
Alvin 
Dark, 
when 
he’ll tell him 
goodbye, or good job, you’re coming 
back again next year. 
Charlie Finley isn’t dropping any 
clues which way he’s leaning, not any 
obvious ones, anyway. 
A newsman, thinking perhaps Oak­ 
land’s unpredictable owner might be 
caught off guard and unwittingly drop 
som e hint about D ark’s fugure in the 
flush and excitement of Wednesday 
night’s 5-2 win over the Los Angeles 
Dodgers, sidled over to Finley in the 
stadium area where they conduct the 
postgam e interviews and whispered to 
him: 
“ What 
about Dark 
for next 
y e a r?" 
“ Don’t bother me now with that,” 
snapped Charlie. “ Let’s listen to what 
Alvin is saying.” 
Now right there is a good clue to the 
way Charlie 
Finley is thinking. When 
he prefers listening to Alvin rather 
than talking himself, something could 
be afoot, possibly something nice for 
Alvin. 
From time to time, reports circulate 
that Alvin Dark isn’t interested in re­ 
turning to m anage the A 's next year, 
regardless whether they win or lose. 
The reports are inaccurate. 
Alvin Dark say s so himself. 
He says people have it all wrong 
about him and Charlie Finley. Dark 
denies he is used as a puppet by Fin­ 
ley. When he talks about all those la­ 
boring 
under 
that 
misapprehension, 
he’s undoubtedly including one of his 
players, Gene Tenace, who keeps say­ 
ing he’s “ not m ad at the m anager be­ 
cau se I know the other guy is the one 
really calling the shots.” 
“ So help m e,” Dark said sitting in 
his office following Wednesday night’s 
contest, “ not one time tonight or any 
other night has Charlie ever said to me 
‘you do this!’ It has never happened. 


Some good discussions 


“ Y es, we have had som e good dis­ 
cussions, him and I, but never a single 
argum ent. You can ask the coaches. 
One time we talked for three days on 
one thing alone, but we reached a con­ 
clusion. 
“ It was the sam e thing with Tenace 
tonight,” Dark went on, referring to 
Jo e Rudi starting the ball gam e at 
first base and Tenace being on the 
bench. “ We discussed it and reached a 
conclusion together. Charlie is the gen­ 
eral m anager of this club. I took the 
job this year under the assumption 
that I have a very active owner.” 
Some journalists have made Alvin 
Dark out to be an uncommonly meek 
m anager. He m ay be comolacent in 
som e cases, but he isn’t all that meek. 
When Jim Holt, whose two-run pinch 
single in the sixth inning put a cap on 
Wednesday 
night’s 
winning 
four-run 
rally, reported to the A’s from the 
Minnesota Twins last August, for ex­ 
am ple, he was 10 pounds overweight. 
D irk noticed it immediately. 
” T don’t care how you get it off. just 
get it off in a hurry," he instructed 
Holt. 
Within 
a 
week, 
Holt 
weighed 
10 
pounds less. 
Dark readily reveals that Finley, and 
not he, has the last word on the ball 
club. He doesn’t try to hide that. 
One writer in his room Wednesday 
night told him Tenace had said if Fin­ 
ley gave instructions for catcher Ray 
Fos>e to play shortstop, Dark would 
play Fosse at shortstop. 
“ That’s right,” D ark admitted. " If 
he says ‘put Fosse in center field, 
that’s where I want him,’ then he’s 
goine into center field. But it’s never 
happened that way. 
Believe 
me, it 


hasn’t.” 
C h a r l i e Finley can alw ays be 
counted upon to do what isn’t expected 
of him. He enjoys being contrary. 
He could even fire Dark if the A’s 
win the World Series, but if the A’s do, 
and Dark creates no crisis, which he 
doesn't figure to, Oakland most likely 
will have the sam e m anager next year. 


“ We’d like to win it right here and 
now, in front of our home fans,” said 
Sal Bando. “ But if we don’t, it’s no big 
thing. We’re in great shape when you 
figure we have three shots to win one 
gam e.” 
Sutton, of course, has all the pres­ 
sure on his shoulders in tonight’s fifth 
game. His pitching opponent is Vida 
Blue, who worked against the Dodoer 
right-hander in that second gam e and 
was charged with all three Los Angeles 
runs. 
“ I’ll go out there and give it my best 
shot, nothing more or nothing less,” 
said Blue. “ It’s a big gam e and all 
that but you still have to throw strikes 
like in any other gam e ” 
No team ever has won three straight 
world titles with the exception ot the 
Yankees of the early 1950s, who won 
five in a row, and the Yankees of the 
1930s, who won four straight. 
“ That’s pretty good company,” said 
Reggie Jackson, “ and wouldn’t it be 
something for us to match those re­ 
cords. I’ve said right along we are a 
lot better team than wre have been giv­ 
en credit for, and now we h a v e to 
prove it all over again. Maybe if we 
wrap this thing up quickly, people will 
take notice of us.” 
While the A’s are talking about a 
quick ending, the Dodgers are fighting 
to keep their hopes alive. However, the

odds are stacked pretty high against 
them. Only three times in the past has 
a team come back from a 1-3 deficit to 
win a best-of-seven series—-the 
1925 
Pittsburgh Pirates, the 1958 Yankees 
and the 1968 Detroit Tigers. 
Despite the fact his Dodgers are in a 
hole, M anager Walter Alston said he 
will stick with the lineup he’s used in 
the series thus far. 
“ This is the best we got,” he said. 
“ We’ll stay the way we are. This is the 
club that got us here.” 
The Dodgers, whose loose play help­ 
ed the A’s to victory in the first and 
third gam es, committed only one error 
in the fourth gam e but once again the 
A’s took advantage. 
This w as in the sixth inning with the 
Dodgers 
holding a 2-1 
lead 
behind 
Andy M essersmith. Billy North started 
a four-run rally with a walk and Jim 
Holt, a late season acquisition, finished 
it with a key two-run pinch-hit single. 
North, who led the American League 
with 54 stolen bases, took enough ot a 
lead to force Messersmith to make 
three throws to first basem an Steve 
Garvey.

North scored a minute later on a 
wrong-field single by Bando to tie the 
score.

Tanker explodes, 
burns, killing 13 


Pilot hit 
by golfer 


J A K A R T A 
(U P I) - A 
Swedish tanker loaded with 
40,000 tons oi crude oil ex­ 
ploded in flames in the Strait 
of Malacca and burned for 
two days, killing the captain 
and a dozen crew members, 
officials said today. 
The Swedish embassy said 
the 51,000-ton oil tanker Pal­ 
ma caught fire Monday night 
while crewmen loaded it at a 
northern port on Sumatra, In­ 
donesia’s second largest is­ 
land. Thirteen of the 41 crew 
members, including the Swed­ 
ish 
captain, 
died 
in 
the 
blaze. 
Among the dead were three 
Swedes, 
a 
Finnish 
fourth 
mate, three crewmen from 
Singapore and two Hong Kong 
Chinese. The nationalities of 
the other dead were not im­ 
mediately known but there 
were no American crewmen 
on board.

spokesman 
said authorities were still try­ 
ing to notify next of kin to­ 
day. 
The tanker was towed from 
the dock area at Pangkalan 
Susu in north Sumatra, 800 
miles northwest of Jakarta in 
the Strait of Malacca and 
about 400 miles northwest of 
Singapore.
